Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1-11, 15, 16, 18-31, 33, 34, 37, 38, 59-76 are allowable. The restriction 
requirement of species II, as set forth in the Office action mailed on 6/20/06, has been 
reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to 
MPEP § 821 04(a).
